Days of death 

Police on hunt after second murder in 24 hours

Edmonton police are inves¬ 
tigating the city’s sixth 
homicide of the year and 
second in about 24 hours 
after a man died from his 
injuries suffered early yes¬ 
terday morning in the 
north side of the city. 

Police were called to the 
scene outside All Hours 
Pizza and Donair on 119 
Street and 129 Avenue at 
about 4:30 a.m. yesterday 


where they found a man 
suffering from serious in¬ 
juries. 

The victim was taken to 
hospital, but doctors 
weren’t able to save his 
life. 

EPS spokesperson Lisa 
Sobchyshyn said an autop¬ 
sy is scheduled for 9:30 
a.m. today and police are 
looking for the public’s 
help in solving the case. 

This is Edmonton’s sixth 
homicide of the year. Last 
year, at this time, there 
were 11.

• Police are trying to deter¬ 
mine the victim's age and 
have not released his identi¬ 
ty yet. They are asking any¬ 
one with information they 
think may be valuable to 
call 780-423-4567. 


“We still have to keep in 
mind where our numbers 
are in comparison to last 
year,” Sobchyshyn said. 
“We’re not even close to 


last year’s numbers and 
let’s hope we don’t get 
close to last year’s num¬ 
bers.” 

Sobchyshyn said city po¬ 
lice are always prepared to 
deal with any situation, 
even two homicides about 
24 hours apart. 

“There are always re¬ 
sources at hand to handle 
these different situations,” 
she said. 

“Granted it can get hec¬ 
tic at times, they just know 
that’s the nature of the in¬ 
dustry they’re in.”

Risk of 
brush fire 
spreading 
extreme: 
Officials

weather County officials 
say the risk of a brush fire 
spreading north of 
Edmonton is extreme be¬ 
cause of hot, dry weather 
and gusting winds. 

A major concern is that 
the winds will carry 
embers and sparks beyond 
fire guards that have been 
built to try to contain the 
blaze near Opal. 

“At present we’ve had to 
evacuate six residences 
within the northeastern 
portion of the county 
where Thorhild, Westloclc 
and Sturgeon County all 
meet,” said Sturgeon 
County spokesperson Calli 
Stromner. “The six evacua¬ 
tions were precautionary 
only.” 

Stromner said fire crews 
on the ground have been 
in contact with residents 
in the area over the whole 
weekend to ensure they 
were aware of the 
situation and ready to 
evacuate at a moment’s 
notice. 

The fire, which began 
last Wednesday, remains 
at 30 square kilometres, 
but is out of control. 

Fire departments contin¬ 
ue to protect homes at risk 
with sprinkler systems. 
Bulldozers, helicopters, air 
tankers and just over 200 
firefighters are at the 
scene. 

Temperatures in the Ed¬ 
monton area are forecast 
to reach 30 C.

Homeless shelters 
normally don’t get lots of 
underwear donations, 
until yesterday that is. 

Got Ginch, a cross-coun¬ 
try underwear drive, 
stopped off at the Mus¬ 
tard Seed to donate 3,000 
pairs of brand-new men’s 
underwear yesterday. 

The Mustard Seed Ed¬ 
monton is the third stop 
for Got Ginch, which is 
spearheaded by two Cal¬ 
gary-based entrepreneurs. 

“I asked (homeless shel¬ 
ters) why underwear was 
on the top of their wish 
lists and they told me that 
most donations are used 
clothing,” said Brent King, 
creator of Got Ginch.

Women shut out 


Not one woman was 
among the recipients this 
week when Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper's gov¬ 
ernment handed out big 
dollars for big thinkers. 

Of the 19 people selected 
to be the first of the “pres¬ 
tigious” Canada Excellence 
Research Chairs, receiving 
up to $10 million in total 
in federal money over the 
next seven years, all were 
men. 


Some women scholars 
are outraged, and even In¬ 
dustry Minister Tony 
Clement is concerned by 
the total shutout of female 
researchers. 

It comes when the Con¬ 
servative government is al¬ 
ready under criticism for 
how it is handling women’s 
issues — the new ban on 
support for abortions in 
overseas aid, cuts to 
women’s advocacy groups 


and the winding-down of 
the long-gun registiy. 

On this issue, though, 
the Conservative minister 
in charge is sympathetic. 

“It really stands out, and I 
said: ‘Where are the 
women?”’ Clement said 
yesterday, a day after the re¬ 
search chairs, billed as the 
“world’s most renowned,” 
were announced with 
much fanfare in Ottawa.

Blast kills Canadian 
colonel in Afghanistan 



Kabul The highest-ranking 
member of the Canadian 
Forces to die to date in 
Afghanistan was a 
career infantry¬ 
man and “rising 
star,” admired for 
his smarts and pro¬ 
fessionalism and 
loved as a friend 
with an infectious 
sense of humour, 
one of his fellow Col. Geoff 
colonels said yes- Parker 
terday. 

Col. Geoff Parker, 42, a 
one-time commanding of¬ 
ficer of the 2nd Battalion 
of the Royal Canadian Reg¬ 
iment, was killed when a 
man believed to be work¬ 
ing for the Taliban drove a 
car full of explosives into a 
NATO convoy during 
morning rush hour on the 


edge of Kabul. 

The attack also killed 12 
Afghan civilians and five 
U.S. soldiers, making 
it the single deadliest 
strike against the 
coalition in 

Afghanistan’s capital 
city in more than sev¬ 
en months.

Troops open fire in Thailand 


clash Thai troops opened 
fire earlier today into the 
fortified encampment of 
anti-government protest¬ 
ers in downtown Bangkok, 
ramming armoured vehi¬ 
cles into its tire-and- 
bamboo barricade in what 
appears to be a final crack¬ 
down after a week of dead¬ 
ly clashes. 

Associated Press re¬ 
porters saw the troops fir¬ 
ing automatic rifles from 
an overpass overlooking 
the encampment. Groups 
of soldiers also fired from 
crouching positions on the 
tracks of an elevated light 
rail system that runs over 
the encampment. There

was no word on any casual¬ 
ties. “This is D-Day,” said 
one soldier when asked if 
this was the final push to 
clear the protest zone. 

Thick black smoke from 
a mountain of burning tires 
darkened the skies, billow¬ 
ing over the skyscrapers of 
this Asian metropolis of 10 
million that has descended 
into chaos over the last 
week, with at least 39 


killed. The demonstrators 
marched into Bangkok in 
mid-March to demand the 
resignation of Prime Minis¬ 
ter Abhisit Vejjajiva, disso¬ 
lution of Parliament and 
immediate elections. 

They created an encamp¬ 
ment in Bangkok’s posh 
downtown Rajprasong dis¬ 
trict in April, surrounding 
themselves by a barricade 
of tires and bamboo spears, 
some of which appeared to 
be in flames today.

The shutdown of the

Obama is targeting a 
manned orbit of Mars by 
2035, but that’s 25 years 
away. As of right now, the 
U.S. space program is 
grounded. 


For a generation raised 
on Star Trek, that’s unac¬ 
ceptable. I know it’s fash¬ 
ionable to disparage the 
space program, especially 
in a recession when we 
need money for the little 
things... like food. 

But as extreme ayatol¬ 
lahs in Iran build nuclear 
bombs and we sweat the 
hottest decade in histoiy, is 
it such a good idea to shut 
off our escape route? And 
am I the only one who 
sleeps better at night 
knowing there’s a little co¬

As Neil Armstrong, the 
first man on the moon, 
said to U.S. Congress re¬ 
cently, Obama’s act “des¬ 
tines our nation to become 
one of second- or even 
third-rate stature.”

Halak now has a 7-2-1 ca¬ 
reer record in games after 
he was pulled.

Mock action hero 

Big screen spinoff of SNL's MacGruber hijacks the genre

It’s been 10 years since the 
last time a character from 
Saturday Night Live got a 
feature length spinoff 
(that would be the under¬ 
whelming The Ladies Man 


for those keeping score at 
home), but this week a 
new entry in the comedy 
subgenre of SNL movies 
hits the big screen. 

MacGruber started as a 
brief parody of the ’80s 
DIY crimefighter Mac- 
Gyver. The sketches were 
simple: MacGruber strug¬ 


gled to create a homemade 
bomb-defusing device 
while bickering with his 
scene partners before be¬ 
ing blown up in a stock 
footage explosion. 

These 90-second sketch¬ 
es struck a chord with au¬ 
diences, peaking with a Su¬ 
per Bowl commercial fea¬ 


turing MacGyver himself, 
Richard Dean Anderson. 
It’s not exactly a sketch 
begging for big screen 
treatment, but one that 
Will Forte and co-writer/di- 
rector Jorma Taccone 
(known for his directing 
work on SNL’s Internet- 
ready Digital Shorts) have 
turned into one of the best 
SNL movie spinoffs to ever 
theaters. 

The reason MacGruber 
works as a film is because 
the creators didn’t simply 
repeat their sketch formu¬ 
la, but expanded the scope 
of the character to create a 
loving homage/parody of 
testosterone driven action 
films. 

“It’s a lot different than 
the sketch,” Will Forte 
says. “I think people are 
expecting that it’s just go¬ 
ing to be the sketch over 
and over again for 90 min¬ 
utes, but they should be 
pleasantly surprised by 
how different it is.” 

“I think in terms of the 
inspiration, the movie re¬ 
ally came from our love of 
late ’80s and early ’90s ac¬ 
tion movies,” says Jorma 
Taccone. “This was our at¬ 
tempt at making an ode to 
those movies, so we want¬ 
ed everything surrounding 
MacGruber to be as dead¬ 
pan and serious as possi¬ 
ble. Out intention was to 
make it less goofy than 
you would expect from an 
SNL movie.” 

As a result, the film 
looks like a glossy block¬ 
buster, is packed with ex¬ 
plosions, and features a 
cast of dramatic actors like 
Val Kilmer and Powers 


Boothe playing their silly 
roles absolutely straight. 

MacGruber doesn’t feel 
like a movie rooted in 
sketch comedy, but a vin¬ 
tage action flick high¬ 
jacked by some subver¬ 
sive comic minds 
willing to have 
their hero distract 
machine gun tot¬ 
ing villains by 
stripping nude and 
using a stock of celery 
in an unnatural manner. 

Sure, it’s not exactly 
high art, but it is incredi¬ 
bly funny and surprisingly 
cinematic given the ori¬ 
gins of the piece. 

“When Lome Michaels 
suggested the movie we 


were as skeptical as every¬ 
one else because let’s face 
it, it’s a sketch about a guy 
who blows up every 
week,” says Forte. “We 
wanted to do something 
different and started 
throwing around 
all these insane 
ideas. 

“Every step of 
the way we 
thought that some¬ 
one was going to 
come in and say, ‘Oh, you 
can’t do that.’ But that nev¬ 
er happened. We had so 
much freedom on this and 
really were able to make 
exactly the movie we 
wanted to make. It was 
shocking.”

Mulligan goes from 
Wall Street to Cannes

The education of Carey 
Mulligan continues with a 
trip to the Cannes Film 
Festival. 

Coming off a break¬ 
through year with her 
Academy Award nomina¬ 
tion for the British drama 
An Education, Mulligan co- 
stars as the estranged 
daughter of a 1980s icon — 
Michael Douglas’ corporate 
raider Gordon Gelclco — in 
Oliver Stone’s sequel Wall 
Street: Money Never Sleeps. 

The Wall Street sequel 
premiered over the week¬ 
end at Cannes, the latest 
step in Mulligan’s quick rise 
to worldwide celebrity. 
Though she has another 
film coming soon with 
good friend Keira Knight- 
ley, Mulligan is not rushing 
to cash in on her star status. 

“I haven’t worked since 
we wrapped Wall Street, 
and I don’t have any plans,” 
Mulligan said. “I’m just dy¬ 
ing to find a cool part, and I 
don’t want to jump into 
something that I’ve already 
done or repeat myself.” 

Mulligan was two when 
Wall Street came out in 


1987, the film establishing 
financial viper Geklco as 
the face of 1980s greed. 
With Douglas returning as 
Geklco — an insider-trading 
parolee now broke and 
barred from trading — the 
sequel casts Mulligan as 
daughter Winnie, who 
wants nothing to do with 
her father. 

Idealist Winnie Gelclco 
works for a non-profit web¬ 
site aiming to expose cor¬ 
ruption. Yet she has not 
quite severed ties with Wall 
Street. Her fiance — played 
by Mulligan’s real-life 
boyfriend Shia LaBeouf — 


is a rising star at an invest¬ 
ment house who falls un¬ 
der his future father-in- 
law’s sway while frying to 
bring about a reconcilia¬ 
tion between Winnie and 
Gordon. To school herself 
in Winnie’s idealism, Mulli¬ 
gan spent time with ac¬ 
tivists from such groups as 
MoveOn. 

“I saw a really hopeful 
side. They make you feel 
bad because you put on a 
dress for a living, and 
they’re frying to change the 
world,” Mulligan said. “But 
I saw a really positive side
